It is 
Stated in Begiin that Prince Bismarck in the 
course of his conversation with tbe Ozar 
strongly hinted at the possibility of Turkey's 
becoming a partner in the firm of Germany, 
Austria and Italy, asthe result of the Kaiser’s 
proposed call upon the Sultan at Constanti- 
nople. 

THE CZAR’S TOAST. 

The Reichs Aneciger, evidentiy by order, 
takes occasion to dissipate the impression 
that the Czar’s attitude throughout has been 
one ot reserve and distrustand that all his 
proceedings in public have been cold, stiff and 
formal. It publishes the text of the speech made 
by him at the state banquet last night in re- 
sponse tothe Emperor's toast to his bealth 
and to the continuance of their friendship. 

According to this report the Czar rose, glass 
in hand, and replied as follows: 

ro THE EMPEROR AND KING: 

**] thank your Majesty for your kind words 
and share entirely in the sentiments you have 
just expressed.’’ 

He then raised his giass and in a louder 
voice excidimed: ‘‘To the health of His 
Majesty— Emperor and King, and ended with 
a ‘‘huogeah.’’ This is a trifie warmer than 
first reporte represented. Of course every 
word, inflection of voice and aesture is 
noted on such an occasion. That 
the Reichs Anseciger takes pains to give a favor- 
able impression of the scene, especially as it 
followed so 8008 after the momentous uinter- 
view with the Chancellor at the Russian em- 
bassy is significant and almost conclusive. 
The least that may be inferred from it is that 
the peace of Europe is assured for awhile 
longer. The Ozar will take his leave to-mor- 
row: He will be accompanied to the station 


by the Emperor and the royal Princes.

The agricultural 
members on the Ministerial side of the house 
are pretty nearly uhanimous in thinking that 
the restriction on the, importation of cattle 
from infected districts should be increased 
and thet the burden of compensation for 
animals slaughtered in pursuance of the acts 
should be shifted from tiie local funds to 
the imperial exchequer.

A DEVOTED FRIEND.

The Captain 
meets all newspaper men who call. There 
is hothing new to say, be replied to your 
correspondent to- day. When any definite an- 
nouncement is readyfor the press you will be 
notified of it. 

The Prinee does not affect to be so much 
annoyed as Huntington does at the press for 
making the engagement public within three 
days after it was made and beforé papa’'s 
sanction had been given. The Prince strad- 
dled an immense cane and beatned effulgently 
on thé correspondent while the Captain was 
talking. He looked quite happy. 

A STRUGGLE WITH USURDRS. 

From an intimate friend of the Hatsfeldt 
family it is learned that it is 
not so mush ea question now of 
settiing ithe Prince’s débts ab it is 
of paying the exhorbitant demands of usurers 
who lent the Prince money when he was hard 
up at exorbitant interest. They now demand 
their full pound of flesh. Out ofall the ored- 
tors there are only half a dozen who are 
willing to compromise for the amount of the 
original debtand moderate interest. They 
have got the Prinee in tight place 
and are going to squeeze film: The oily 
hiteh in the wedding arrangements now 
is dealing with these tsurers. On this point 
both the Princé’s parents atid Huntington are 
obdurate. The Prince’s father and the Prin- 
céss Gabrielle, his mothér, have agreed to 
pay the son’s debts if the creditors will be 
content with the original loan at tne usual in- 
terest, but they refuse to submit to usury, 
and Huntington commends them. The Prince 
and Oapt. Sommer haye been making some 
attempt to arrange this during their Stay 
here without much avail. 

THE PRINCE NOT A PAUPER. 

It is a mistake, sald my informant, ‘‘to 
suppose that the estate of the Prince’s father 
is % heavily entailed that the Prince will be 
poor all his life unless he marries some rich 
girl. I live near Prince alfred Hatstelds of 
Wildenberg-Sehoistein, and koow Whéreot I 
speak. The present home of the fatntiy, Oastie 
Scholsteln, belongs to Princess Gabrielle with 
full power to dispose ot a8 she Chooses, but it 
is common gossip in Germany that she means 
to leave the bulk of her property to her son 
Francis, because she is very fond of nim.

Retaliatory Measures Proposed by the Vice- 

roy of Canton.

ONDON, October 19.—A dis-

When they assert that any 
such right or power belongs to any less 
number which happens to be a majority 


| of those present, they are simply claiming 


a right to rule outside of and contrary to 
the Constitution, and to substitute the 
rule of the minority for that of the 
majorite, 
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not be pleased to hear that $2,000,000 of 
their contributions aré now, more than 
four months after the e@alamity, still un- 
distributed in the hands of Gov. BEAVER’s 
Flood Relief Commission. Meantime the 
sufferers have waited, hungry and shel- 
terless, for this outside relief which the 
State authorities have intercepted and 
still withhold from them. 
SHALL THE MINORITY RULE? 

There is no need of new rules to enable 
a majority of the House to pass any 
measure. That right is guaranteed by the 
Constitution and cannot be taken away 
from the majority by any rule. We have 
heard a good deal in the last two years 
about a Republican minority availing 
themselves of a rule of the House to par- 
alyze the power of a Democratic majority 
to call up tariff revision bills for consid- 
eration orto pass them. After availing 
themselves of this rule while they were 
the minority, the Republicans now pro- 
pose to abolish it when they are in the 
majority, and thus torestore tothe major- 
ity ite proper constitutional.power. But 
this is a false and misleading statement of 
the matter. 

There never was a rule which prevented 
a majority of the House from de- 
ciding all questions brought before it, 
and there never was a time when 
the Democrats of the House could not 
have passed a tariff bill if they could have 
mustered a majority of the House in favor 
of passing it. They were defeated only 
because they could not do that—could not 
muster the majority of the whole House 
as required by the Constitution to give 
them the right of a majority. 

The rules of which the Republican mi- 
nority availed themselves—the rules which 
enabled them, by raising the question 
of a guorum, to show that the Democrats 
did not have a constitutional majority 
present in favor of the measure they 
were trying to pass—did not, as has been 
alleged, enable a minority to grasp the 
power belonging rightfully to a majority, 
but simply deprived a majority party of 
the privilege of enacting laws with less 
than a constitutional majority. I What the 
Republicans want to do now is to abolish 
rules that would prevent them from en- 
forcing the will ofa mere caucus major- 
ity, and from passing, with only a major- 
ity of those present, measures opposed by 
a majority of the whole, House, measures 
opposed by all of the minority party and 
some of the majority party. 

The Constitution providesfthat a major- 
ity of the members and no other number 
shall constitute a quorum. The obvious 
and sole intent of this provision is to pre- 
vent anything less than such a majority 
from passing any bill if its opponents 
choose to prevent it, and the rules which 
give the opposition that power are simply 
rules giving effect to a great and vital 
provision of the Constitution. ‘To abolish 
those rules is to nullify that provision, 
to inaugurate minority legislation by 
caucus dictation, and to give to a minority 
a legislative power belonging rightfully 
and constitutionally to aj majority only of 
the people’s representatives.

TRADE WITH SPANISH AMERICA. 


The same administration that is enter- 
taining the Pan-American Congress with 
generous hospitality and gracious 
speeches, has been ever since the 4th of 
March fighting against an increase of our 
Spanish-American trade with arbitrary 
Treasury rulings. 

It has laid a differential duty of ten per 
cent against imports in Mexican vessels. 
Merely to give MarrFitTT, Bram, ELKINS 
and other friends of the administration in 
the carbonate ring a corner on fluxing 
ores, it has changed an old established 
ruling so as to exclude Mexican silver- 
lead ores, and in doing so has ruined sev- 
eral of our large smelting companies 
whose investments were made inthe be- 
lief thatthe old ruling was established 
and permanent. Besides this heavy blow 
at our own industrial establishments 
and at American capital invested in our 
railroad communications with Mexico, 
the administration made another arbi- 
trary ruling to cut off importations of 
cheap wools from the Argentine Republic, 
and the result has been that during the 
last seven months our imports of woolen 
rage and shoddy have more than doubled 
those of the corresponding period in 1888. 
To favor manufacturers of shoddy goods, 
and to.force our people to wear them, we 
exclude the genuine wool, which is the 
principal product the Argentine Republic 
has to exchange for our manufactures. 

Itis the quintessence of absurdity to 
subsidize steamship lines for the promo- 
tion of our trade with Spanish America 
in the face of such a policy of trade ob- 
struction as this. Mexico is contiguous 
territory, and with unsubsidized railroads 
in the place of subsidized steamship lines 
to build up our trade with that country, 
we proceed with a Treasury ruling 
to crush their business as n as 
they begin to build up a large ex 
of Mexican ores for American exports. 
Plenty of tramp steamers are found to 
underbid the subsidized lines and to bring

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 12.—The Treasury 
Department has received a letter from the 
Collector of Customs at New York, submit- 
ting the appeal of A. Stein & Uo. from assess- 
ment of duty at the rate of 15 and per cent 
ad valorem on certain so-called tanned skins

To this 
view he succeeded in bringing over the Pris- 
on Board last year, and during the session of 
the last Legislature they drafted a bill asking 
for an appropriation of $200,000 to be used in 
purchasing and equiping a plantation. The 
bill was introduced, and had comparatively 
Sasy sailing in the Senate, and passed that 
body without mucb trouble and with a large 
majority vote. In the House, however, where 
there was a member who worked abou® three 
hundred convicts on his plantation, the bill 
met with vigorous opposition, though it was 
evident a majority of the members favored it. 
It was postponed from day to day until figures 
could be obtained showing that the State de- 
rived more net revenue by biring the convicts 
to planters at $16 each per wont than it could 
possibly make if workin m on State ac- 
count. The figures w elaborate and 
plausible, and before Ahe able argu- 
ments made in the gommittee rooms 
the majority in favor of the bill disappeared, 
and when it came up for final action it was 
defeated, and the matter was supposed to be

ISSUE OF THE NEXT CAMPAIGN. 

The last Republican State Convention in- 
dorsed prohibition and it has been accepted 
as one of the doctrines of the party. 
Nevertheless there is an element 
in the party in favor of resubmis- 
sion. Senator O. H. Bentley of Sedgwick 
Oounty, one of the most influential Repub- 
licans in the State, has led the revolt against 
prohibition, and has taken the stump for re- 
submission. He claims that one-half of the 
Republicans of his county are dissatisfied 
with the law and would vote for its repeal. In 
an open letter, written a few days ago, ap- 
pealing tothe Republicans to deciare for re- 


submission, he says: 

The law isafarce. It has cost this county 
thousands of dollars in its attempted enforce- 
ment. It bas cost this city millions. It has 
robbed the State of millions. Our money 
goes to Missouri. The liquor comes here and 
is consumed; the money remains in Missouri. 
At no time since the pass ~ of the law 
has it been inforced Sedgwick 
County. No revenue is — from 
it. The police force, even with hired spot- 
ters, is unable to suppress the sale of liquor 
la thiscity. The expenses of the city zo on; 
where is the revenue to meet them except in 
an increase of taxes?’’ 

This will undoubtedly be the. issue in the 
next campaign. The Democrats and Repub- 
lican resubmissionists will unite ana endeavor 
to secure controlofthe next Legislature. If 
they obtain a majority of both branches the 
question will again go before the people.

THE UNIVERSITY CHANCELLORSHIP. 

The Chancellorship of the State University 
still remains vacant, though it is now more 
than six months since Dr. Lippincott retired. 
The Regents have been considering the names 
of several promineut Eastern educators and 
also two or three Kansas men, but have been 
unable to agree upon anyone. The gentleman 
who bas been most generally indorsed for the 
position is Prof. J. H. Oanfield, who has for 
the past six years occupied ‘the chair of 
political economy in the University and 
who is now President of the National Educa- 
tional Association. He is known, however, 
to be a free-trader, and as the members of 
the Board of Regents are all Republicans, it 
is believed they cannot agree upon him. Re- 
gent Gleed said to the Post-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent that the board were unable to make 
n selection, and it would probably be some 
time before the vacaney was lied. In the 
meantime Prof. Snow 18 acting Chancellor. 

THE KANSAS SCHOOL SYSTEM.

With 
the exception of Missouri, all of the States 
named will de united in furthering the pur- 
pose of the cunvention. 

All of the luke and Atlantic ports east and 
north of Galveston inciuding New Orleans, 
Peusacola and Mobile will of course oppose 
the plan. The lake ports and the harbors on 
the Atiantic seaboard would suffer greatly 
from a deep water harbor in the coast of 
Texas. It is only necessary to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that the States west of the Mis- 
sissipp! River furnish all the cereals, horses 
and cattie, and a large portion of the cotton 
that are sent to Europe.

**KATE BATEMAN,’’ 
the American actress who years ago created 
the wildest sensation in both this country and 
in Europe, and over whom the English critics 
raved, and whom the English audiences 
wildly applauded, was born in St. Louis and 
lived here for many years in a pretty home 
on Pine street near Eleventh, in a house sur- 
rounded by a lovely gardens, where now are 
erected bandsome stores. The — of 
Kate Bateman and her famous sister, Ellen, 
is fraught with history and ro- 
mance. arents were English 
but were married in st. Louis in 1887. Ars. 
Bateman was tormerly Mies Frances Sydney 
Cowell, a famous actress herself, and daugh- 
ter of the celebrated English actors, the 
**Cowells,’’ and sister ot the distinguished 
artist ot that name. Mr. Bateman was both a 
theatrical manager and actor, being the first 
who discovered and brought forward Henry 
Irving when in Engiand, and who first brought 
Parepa Rosa to America. He also introduced 
opera bouffe in this country, with ‘*Irma’’ 
and Toste. After their marriage the 
Batemans conceived a violent love 
for St. Louis and continued to reside here 
retiring eventually from the stage. Kate and 
Ellen Bateman created wild enthusiasm in 
this city when as little children they appeared 
on the stage. They played the ‘‘Merchant of 
Venice” first,when not wore than l0and 8 years 
old, Kate taking the part of Portia and Elien 
of Shylock. They entered 80 2 into 
their roles that the tiny band of Ellen would 
fairly shake with passion as she held aloft the 
scales.

HICAGO, Oct 12.— 
This has been a 
wild week lu wheat. 
The advance cul- 
minated Friday 
when December 
touched 88 and 
May got to near- 
ly 88¢. In the after- 
noon came the 
Government from 
which the crop — figured a yield of nearly 
500,000,000 bu. Smash went the market l¥%c on 
the curh and lc the next day, playing havoc 
with the pyramid buliders and frightening 
thousands of bulls into throwing their long 
stuff ata sacrifice. The bears were affected in a 
miraculous way. They thought their mill- 
enlum must have come in the twinkling 
ot an ye. They sold fast and furiously, feel- 
ing certain that the price was going straight 
to zero. To-day there were heavy coverings 
by veterans who are always willing to let the 
other fellow get the ultimate fraction, and 
heavy buying by ‘‘Huteh,’’ and the market 
hardened appreciably. Cables, strange to 
say, camein steady, and exporters reported 
the renewal of innumerable foreign buying 
orders all over the country, which, however, 
couid not be executed at the limits because of 
an advance in ocean freights and a 
scarcity of ocean freight room. 
It is always thus. Something is 
everlastingly and eternally turning up to 
crush the budding hope of the bulls. Nihe 
people out of ten anticipated sick cables 
to-day, but the foreign markets appear to 
be working on a basis of their own inde- 
pendent of the fluétuations in values on this 
side. Exports of wheat and flour from the 
Atlantic ports for the week foot up 1,250,000 
bu, agaiusta little more than halt as much 
two weeks ago. A large part of the {wheat ex- 
ports were from Baltimore to Brazil, 
where the Government recently re- 
moved the duty on wheat and put 
it on flour for the benefit of subsidized milling 
interests. There has been heavy selling of 
late by all the local bear crowd—Ream, Cud- 
aby, Partridge and possibly Jongg, They 
have been making a thorough canvass of the 
field during the past month or six weeks, 
with a view of making an estimate on the 
crop of wheat independent of official guessers. 
Inglis, Werst, McDonald and others have been 
traveling in theirinterest. Several days ago 
McDonald gave it as his opinion that the crop 
would be nearer 580,000,000 bu. than 480,000,000 


bu. To-day it is given out that Inglis, 
who is now in Missouri or Kansas, estimates 
the crop at 535,000,000 bushele. Ingiis and Mo- 
Donald are about the only men claiming to be 
crop experts who really deserve the name. 
They are good judges of condition and do not 
feelunder the necessity of making their fig- 
ures agree with official estimates, local or 
national.

The game is plump 
and fearless; all through the long summer and 
early autumn days the coveys have fed in 
field and meadow or basked in dusty spots on 
sunny hilisides undisturbed. 
whirred unnoticed before the harvesters’ 
busy tread and made the giens and bholiows 
echo with shrill ‘‘bob Whites.

_ Quail, partriige or bob white, the ortyx 
Virginianus of science, are the most widely 
distributed of American birds. They vary in 
size and color and are in some States calied 
the partridge, in others quail or bob- white. 
By whatever name they are known the bird 1s 
the same, and is found in every State 
ofthe Union. These birds do not migrate, 
seldom wandering from the placeof their 
birth. Itis truly wonderful with what tenac- 
ity they withstand the march of civilization. 
Hunted with dog and gun, trapped and 
netted, perishing from the cold of winter, a 
few, as if by magic, reappear each spring and 
Kladden the giades and woodland by their 
melodious call. Nesting. in May and June, 
their broods are hatched by the time wheat 
is ripe. 

The partridge constructs a simple nest of 
grass and leaves in a slight hollow on the 
ground, under overhanging weeds or at the 
base ofaclump of wheat, in which are laid 
from fifteen to twenty-five white, yellowish- 
Diotehed eggs, about the size of a robin’s, 
large at one end and tapering to a point at the 
other.

The M. E. Church 
South has 1,500,000 
members in the Southern, Southwestern and 
Western States and in foreign lands. In the 
large Southern States it is much the strongest 
denomination of Christians; in Southern 
cities it is especially strong and influential. 
Many of the Governors, Senators and Con- 
gressmen of Southern States are members, 
and prominent in the general councils of the 


ehurch. 
THE PLAN OF GOVERMENT. 

The plan of government of the Methodist 
Church is quite simple and democratic. The 
General Conference, which meets once in 
every four years, is the church legislature. 
All laws and ordinances of the church are en- 
acted by that body, wich also elects the 
bishops of the denomination. The confer- 
ence is composed of lay and clerical dele- 
gates, in equal proportion, and is presided 
over by the bishops, the oldest or 
senior bishop being the highest or 
chief officer. Reports are made to this 
wonference by the annual conferences, which 
aremade up of all pastors within certain 
bounds, and of laymen selected by the 
churches of districts within the conference 
bounds. The General Conference determines 
the bounds of au annual conference, )prescrib- 
ing the limite within which each conference 
may exercise authority over church property 
and congregations. 

CONFERENCES IN THIS STATE. 

There are three such conferences in this 
State, the ‘‘Missour!,’’ which includes ev 
‘erything East of the Missouri River; the ‘‘St. 
Lewis * which includes everything South of 
at the mouth of 
the Gasconade and running west; 


and the ‘‘Southwest,’’ which includes every- 
ing north of that iine and west of the 
issouri River. Conference bounds are not 
always confined witnin State limits. Some of 
the conferences include portions of several 
Btates. The conferences in this count are: 
The Columbia in Oregon, the Pacific and 
Los Angeles in California, the North Caro-

A VERY IMPORTANT OHANGE. 

Apother very important change is advo- 
cated.

A 
presiding elder is the preacher who has 
charge of a 1 of pastors and ch es, 
and who sits each pastorate once every 
three months to hear the reports of the pas- 
tor and officers. He generally preaches on 
the occasion of a quarterly visit and adminis- 
ters the sacrament. In the country 
districts this L good system, 
but among city con Suna it is regarded as 
unnecessary anda burden; for city pastors 
are, as a rule, abler preachersthan the 12 
siding elders, and capable of attending to all 
church business without assistance. 
siding elder is seldom found very useful to the 
city churches. Such elders are superior in 
authority to the pastors, and can remove 
them for cause. At the annual meeting of the 
conference they assist the Disbops in assign- 
ing the preachers to the congregations. 
They constitute the cabinet of the conference 
and advise appointments or changes as does 
the President’s cabinet. Were this office 
abolished there would be no intermediate 
church authority between the bishop and the 

astor. A strong pressure will be made for 
ts abolition. As many of the delegates will 
be presiding elders, however, it is not very 
probable that the movement will succeed.

BISHOPS TO BE ELECTED. 

The conference will elect two, and probably, 
three bishops. The last conference, which 
met at Richmond, Va., four years ago, elected 
four. Since then two have led, andat least 
one of the eight remaining is quite old 
and likely to be ‘incapacitated for work before 
another General Conference assembies. A 
bishop receives $3,000 a year salary and his 
traveling expenses as long as he lives. None 
have ever resigned this high and bonor- 
able office.
